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Half Of Applicants Qualify 
For Caribbean Hearing 


The Civil Aeronautics Board recently 
announced that 14 domestic and foreign 
companies had responded to the Board’s 
order of September 10 inviting anyone 
with suitable and immediately available 
equipment and personnel to apply 
within 15 days for temporary authoriza- 
tion to operate airline service between 
the United States, the Canal Zone, the 
north coast of South America, and the 
Islands of the Caribbean Sea. 

The Board stated that seven com- 
panies declared they had equipment and 
personnel available to inaugurate serv- 
ice immediately and their applications 
were consolidated into one proceeding 
for hearing before the Board. Those 
companies are: National Airlines, Inc. ; 
Expreso Aereo Inter-Americano, 8S. A.; 
Eastern Airlines, Ine. (excepting that 
part of Eastern’s application which 
seeks authority to engage in air trans- 
portation south of the north coast of 
South America); British West Indian 
Airways; TACA, S. A.: The KLM Royal 
Dutch Airlines; and Aorovias Nacion- 
ales Puerto Rico, Inc. In its order of 
consolidation the Board also granted the 
petition of Pan American Airways, Inc. 
to intervene in the proceeding, it was 
stated. 


Five Lack Equipment 


Five of the remaining applications 
were dismissed because the companies 
did not indicate they had the equipment 
or personnel available for immediate 
operation, the Board said. These com- 
panies are: Transportes Aeros Colom- 
bianos; Aeroplanos de Carga Latino- 
Americanos; Transportes Aeros Veno- 
zolanos; Colonial Airlines, Ine.; Water- 
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man Airline, Inc. The application of 
W. R. Grace & Company for amendment 
of the present operating certificate held 
by Pan American-Grace Airways, Inc. 
was also dismissed. The Board declared 
that a seventh Company, Nacional Cu- 
bana de Aviacion, S. A., filed an appli- 
cation four days after expiration of the 
15-day period specified and it was also 
dismissed. 


Hearing Started 


In its order of September 10 the 
Board had stated that “due to the war 
a serious shortage of air transportation

Typical Airliner 
Tested For Data

Take-off characteristics of the Doug- 
las DC-3 S1C3G, with regard to the re- 
quirements of Part 04 of the Civil Air 
Regulations, and as observed during 
tests conducted by the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration, are described in Flight 
Engineering Report No. 7 which has just 
been published.

Women Trained 
As Instructors 
In Tennessee 


Ten girls in Tennessee have set out 
to prove that women can be most val- 
uable in the war effort as flying and 
ground school instructors. 

That is the essence of the program, 
financed by the Tennessee Bureau of 
Aeronautics and being developed at 
Gillespie Field, Nashville, under the 
direction of Mrs. Phoebe Omlie, veteran 
woman flier on loan from the Civil 
Aeronautics Administration. 

Significance of the program, according 
to Governor Prentiss Cooper, and Percy 
McDonald, chairman of the aviation 
bureau, is that it points the way to a 
nation-wide alleviation of the instructor 
shortage, one of the bottlenecks con- 
stantly threatening pilot training. Ten 
women instructors could turn out 40 
pilots a year each, or give ground school 
instruction to several hundred. 


Priorities Licked 


Training of the women instructors be- 
gan September 21, after violent skir- 
mishes with the priority situation in fur- 
nishing living quarters for the girls at 
the field. A farmhouse, recently va- 
cated, was cleaned, repapered, painted 
and virtually renovated for quarters; 
the girls appeared in makeshift working 
clothes; Mrs. Omlie wheedled blankets 
from the factory at the state peniten- 
tiary, and finally found a number of 
camp cots from a bygone day ; even cook- 
ing utensils were hard to come by, and 
the whole project partook of typical 
American pioneering. 

By October 15, more than 300 hours of 
instruction had been given, and the class

study, flying, exercise and simple recrea- 
tion comparable to the regime of an 
army camp. By Christmas, Mrs. Omlie 
expects to feed 10 graduates into the 
nation’s war effort, who will be com- 
petent in every branch of ground school 
teaching and as flight instructors. 


In Great Demand 


The graduates will therefore be “de 
luxe” personnel, since there are few in- 
structors, men or women, equipped to 
teach all ground subjects and flying as 
well. 

Almost every training school in the 
Southeast and South has already applied 
for their services, and one large school 
has said, “We'll take them all.” 

McDonald, a dollar-a-year man for the 
last 20 years in aviation promotion in 
Tennessee, is the twin moving spirit of 
the school. Before he and Mrs. Omlie 
got things well under way, they ran up 
against the very shortage which they 
sought to overcome. They found it im- 
possible to hire an instructor who could 
teach all the ground school classes. 
They had to assemble a complete faculty 
to cover the whole curriculum. Each of 
their graduates will have ratings for 
Meteorology, Aircraft, Aerial Naviga- 
tion, Engines and Civil Air Regulations, 

The course approximates that given 
by contractors in the CAA pilot train- 
ing schools for instructors, with me- 
chanic’s helper courses added. The girls 
ure getting 62 hours of flight instruction, 
216 hours of ground school, 168 hours of 
mechanics’ helper training, and 36 hours 
of class work by a flight instructor in the 
12-week course. 


Hand Picked 


The ten students were selected out of 
some 250 applicants from Tennessee and 
neighboring states. They were hand- 
picked by a representative board for 
their attitude toward women’s part in 
the war, physical fitness, previous flying 
experience, and willingness to serve 
where needed. They came from assorted 
backgrounds. A love of flying was their 
only common attribute. 

Mrs. Omlie began her flying career in 
1922 as a stunt girl, walking wings and 
changing from plane to plane in mid-air. 
She has been in aviation continuously 
ever since, as airplane saleswoman, 
racing pilot, aviation education consult- 
ant, mercy flier and airport operator. 
She is settled in her opinion of women’s 
proper place in wartime aviation. 

Whether the school will continue after 
the first session will be decided when all 
results are in, but Mrs. Omlie, already 
planning a bang-up commencement pro- 
gram when final exams are completed in 
mid-December, joins with Mr. McDonald 
in expressing confidence that the Tennes- 
see program will be only one of many 
modeled after it through which flying 
feminine civilians will get into the avia- 
tion war effort in ever-increasing num- 
bers and with progressively outstanding 
effectiveness.

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Check Tanks Often 
For Water, Sediment 


Following is the text of a bulletin is- 
sued by the Safety Bureau of the Civil 
Aeronautics Board: 


“RAIN, WATER, AND GASOLINE” 


An unusual amount of rainfall in some 
sections of the country, and an increase 
in the frequency of forced landings due 
to the presence of water in gasoline, 
seem to indicate that water has found 
its way into some of the airport storage 
tanks. The necessity for frequent 
checks of those tanks and the removal 
of any water or sediment that may have 
collected in them cannot be stressed too 
strongly. If water is found in them 
most gasoline supply companies will 
perform the service of removing it from 
their customer’s tanks upon request. 

In addition to the underground stor- 
age tanks, the gasoline systems of all 
airplanes which have been stored out- 
doors during the recent rainy period 
should be checked for water. Imme- 
diate attention to this detail may pre- 
vent very costly forced landings. It 
should be pointed out that the fact that 
the sediment bulb is frequently drained 
is not sufficient if the ship has been ex- 
posed to much rainfall, for some water 
will quite often enter through the vent 
type gauge extended up through the fuel 
filler cap. About the only thorough way 
to clean such a system is to remove 
the sediment bulb, drain the system 
completely, and flush it out with clean 
gasoline, tilting and rocking the ship

Accidents Increase 
During September 


Fourteen fatal accidents were re- 
ported to the Safety Bureau of the Civil 
Aeronautics Board for the month of Sep- 
tember 1942. All of these accidents oc- 
curred in non-air carrier flying. These 
accidents eecurred as follows: 


Spins or Stalls 


1. Two planes took off against prevailing 
traffic, barely missed each other, and one 
plane pulled up sharply and stalled. 

2. Pilot was performing acrobatic ma- 
neuvers. At top of zoom, plane stalled and 
spun in. 

3. Following a dive in vicinity of farm 
house, aircraft zoomed and stalled, followed 
by steep uncontrolled dive to the ground. 

4. Overloaded aircraft on cross-country 
flight stalled, probably in attempt to clear 
mountain, spun in and burned. 

5. During asimulated forced landing air- 
eraft was stalled at 100 feet during a turn 
and crashed on its nose. 


Collision (with ground) 


1. Pilot on night flight was observing black- 
out test over city. Pilot dragged runway, 
climbed to 400 feet. At an altitude of 200 
feet a left turn was commenced which con- 
tinued to steepen until plane struck ground. 
Investigation disclosed that high heeled shoes 
worn by woman pilot had become wedged 
causing continued application of left rudder 
during the turn. 


Undetermined 


1. Instructor and student took off about 
I p.m. Aircraft crashed about an hour later. 
Investigation disclosed no evidence of struc- 
tural failure of the aircraft, nor malfunc- 
tioning of its controls. Condition of wreck- 
age indicated the probability that plane had 
spun in although no actual eyewitnesses 
could be found, 


Fire 


1. Pilot practicing landings and take-offs. 
Overshot first landing badly. The aircraft 
Was next noticed on the down wind leg of 
its second circuit at 600 feet and in position 
to start gliding approach for landing. Large 
puffs of black smoke appeared, followed by 
column of smoke in the wake of the plane. 
Flames were seen in the cabin and during 
the dive they broke through and swept back 
along the fuselage. 


Structural Failure 


1. Structural failure of wing during acro- 
batic maneuvers. 

In the five other cases, the investigator's 
reports have not yet been received.

training course on multi-engine equipment of 
not less than 10 hours as follows: 

A minimum of ten take-offs and landings, 
of which at least three shall be at night ; 

Take-offs and landings with various loads 
and various positions of center of gravity ; 

Landings with various flap settings ; 

Cross-wind landings ; 

Simulated power failure; including single- 
engine approaches ; 

Single-engine climbing and circling; 

Simulated instrument flight, including 
maneuvers on instruments, radio range flying ; 
orientation ; 

Power on, power off stalls; 

Demonstration of competence in cockpit 
procedure and ability to relieve the first pilot 
of routine responsibilities in connection with 
the handling of communications.” 
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REGULATION No, 248__. October 24, 1942 
Effective October 19, 1942: 


“Notwithstanding the provisions of section 
40.335 of the Civil Air Regu!ations requiring 
an airplane engaged in scheduled air carrier 
operations to be equipped with a type certifi 
cated two-way radio telephone system, North- 
west Airlines may, for a period of not to ex- 
ceed 4 months from and after October 19, 
1942, operate Stinson aircratt NC 17129 in

The suitability of the lubrication sys 
tem shall be demonstrated in flight tests in 
which engine temperature measurements are 
obtained. The system shall provide the en- 
gine with an ample quantity of oil at a 
temperature suitable for satisfactory engine 
operation.”

(b) An applicant who has failed to pass 
any prescribed practical examination or test 
may apply for reexamination only after (1) 
he has logged at least 5 additional hours of 
flving solely by instruments and at least 5 
additional hours of dual flight instruction 
with a certificated flight instructor or a cer- 
tificated airline transport pilot, or (2) he 
has acquired such part of the above practice 
or instructions as may, in the opinion of the 
Administrator, warrant reexamination. Upon 
meeting the requirements of this subsection 
(b) an applicant for reexamination shall be 
deemed to meet the 5 hours solo flight time 
requirements set forth in § 21.161 (Db). 

(c) Applicant shall present a statement 
from the instructor indicating that he has 
given the required instruction and that he 
deems the applicant qualified to pass the 
flight test or that part of the theoretical 
examination in which such instruction was 
given, whichever is appropriate.”

A _ pro- 
ceeding may be initiated by the Administrator 
of Civil Aeronautics by filing with the Board 
a complaint which shall be complete in itself 
so as fully to set forth the alleged violations 
of the Civil Air Regulations and other acts 
complained of. The complaint shall pray that 
the Board shall either suspend or revoke the 
respondent's certificate. 

An original and 
nine copies of the complaint, either printed 
or typewritten, shall be filed with the Board. 

97.12 Service of the Complaint. When a 
complaint is filed, as prescribed in § 97.11, the 
General-Counsel’s Office of the Civil Aeronau- 
tics Board shall send a copy thereof, by regis- 
tered mail, return receipt requested, to the 
respondent, together with a copy of these 
rules of practice. The complaint will be 
deemed served upon the respondent on the 
date specified on the post office return receipt. 

97.13 Answer. After service upon him of 
the complaint, the respondent shall have ten 
days within which to answer in writing the 
charges set forth therein. Such answer shall 
be deemed filed as of the date of mailing to 
the Civil Aeronautics Board. Failure to an- 
swer any of the charges within the prescribed 
ten-day period shall be deemed an admission 
of the charges not answered. Upon good 


cause shown, the Board may in its discretion 
grant additional time within which to answer. 

"7.1, Hearing—Requests and Designation. 
Appropriate forms for requesting or waiv- 
ing hearing shall be sent respondent with 
the copy of the complaint. Respondent shall 
have ten days from the date of service of 
the Complaint upon him in which to request 
a hearing. Failure to make such request 
within the prescribed time shall be deemed a 
waiver of respondent’s right to hearing. 

"7.15 Notice of Hearing. When a hear- 
ing has been requested, the General Counsel's 
Office of the Civil Aeronautics Board shall 
give the respondent adequate notice of the 
date and place where such hearing will be 
held. 

97.16 Submission Without Hearing or Ap- 
pearance. Where hearing has been waived by 
respondent, the Board shall make its decision 
on the basis of whatever data is submitted 
to it by the complainant and the respondent. 

07.0% Amendment of Pleadings. Either 
party to the proceeding may amend his plead- 
ings, as of Course, at any time more than 
five days prior to the date of hearing. After 
that time amendment shall be allowed at the 
discretion of the Board or its designated 
examiner, 

97.18 Exwaminer’s Report, Exceptions, Oral 
Argument. After the hearing the examiner, 
on the basis of the evidence submitted, shall 
prepare a report and recommendation to the 
Board. The General Counsel’s Office of the 
Civil Aeronautics Board shall serve, by reg- 
istered mail, a copy of this report and recom- 
mendation upon respondent and his counsel, 
if any. A copy shall also be served upon 
complainant. The parties to the proceeding 
shall have five days, or such additional time 
as the examiner may specify, after the date 
of service of such report and recommendation, 
within which to file exceptions thereto. If 
either complainant or respondent desires to 
argue his exceptions before the Board orally, 
request for such argument shall be made at 
the time of filing the exceptions. 

97.19 Limitation of Actions. The Board 
shall summarily dismiss any allegations in a 
complaint filed with it which charges a viola- 
tion of the Civil Air Regulations or other 
act oecurring more than six months prior 
to the date of filing the complaint, unless 
the complainant shall show good cause for 
the delay.

(Mock Raid, continued from page 191) 

The pilot and his passenger took off 
toward the south from the Beaver Dam 
Airport, loaded with 15 to 20 one-pound 
paper bags filled with flour. These were 
to be used in a simulated air raid on the 
Beaver Dam Airport. After the take- 
off witnesses observed the aircraft make 
a series of dives across the airport to 
the west, southwest and south, at an 
altitude of about 30 to 75 feet. During 
each of these dives several of the flour 
bombs were released near the line of 
the hangars. Following the final dive 
across the airport, and while headed 
toward the south, the aircraft was 
zoomed to an altitude of about 300 feet 
where it was stalled. Recovery was not 
effected and the aircraft, while in a left 
turn, fell off to the ground, striking on 
the left wing tip, left wheel, and pro- 
peller. 

The ceiling was estimated as 2,200 
feet, the visibility was good and there 
was little or no wind at the time. In- 
vestigation did not disclose any indica- 
tion of structural failure, or malfune- 
tioning of the engine or controls prior 
to the impact. 

Probable cause: Failure of pilot to 
maintain control of the aircraft while 
performing acrobatics at low altitude. 

Contributing factor: Poor technique.

The tests were conducted to obtain 
data on a practical application of the 
take-off flight path defined by Part 04 for 
a typical air carrier craft and the report 
contains formulae by means of which to 
correct the measured take-off distance 
for wind, and changes of weight and 
altitude. The project was carried out 
on or in the neighborhood of Los Angeles 
Municipal Airport near Inglewood, Cali- 
fornia with DC-3 aircraft NC—14, owned 
by the Administration. Ground runs 
were all conducted at a nominal value 
of aircraft weight of 25,200 pounds, the 
maximum weight at which this type air- 
craft is authorized to operate under Part 
04. Climb tests were conducted at nomi- 
nal values of 25,200 and 21,700 pounds. 
With regard to exact weight, during any 
particular test, consideration was given 
to fuel consumption.

meanwhile, so that all liquid is drained 
from all corners of the tanks into the 
outlet. Although the sediment bulb is 
located at the lowest point in the fuel 
system, in these severe conditions more 
water may find its way into the system 
than can be held in the sediment bulb. 
Emptying the bulb, then, will leave some 
water in other parts of the system mak- 
ing the above procedure advisable. Re- 
member, these precautions taken now 
may save a very considerable expense 
from engine failure occurring at the 
wrong moment. 


How “Blimp” Originated 


During World War I while the Brit- 
ish were experimenting with lighter- 
than-air craft, they found their initial 
model, known as the “A-limp,” did not 
function to their satisfaction. The sec- 
ond model, called the “B-limp,” per- 
formed more satisfactorily. Thus this 
nonrigid type of aircraft became known 
as the Blimp.

appears to exist in the Caribbean area 

* * and that such conditions may 
adversely affect the national defense.” 
By consolidating eligible applications 
into one proceeding for hearing the 
Board said it expected to ascertain the 
amount of need for additional air trans- 
portation in the Caribbean - Central 
American area, and to what extent air 
carriers now operating in that area can 
meet the war emergency need. 

After consultation between represen- 
tatives of the Board and representatives 
of the seven air transport companies 
whose applications were consolidated 
the Board scheduled a hearing for the 
first Monday of this month, allowing the 
companies time in which to fully pre- 
pare their formal applications. 
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
